"When it is first mixed the plaster 
should be like very thin cream. The 
nwid upon which the glycerin has been 
rubbed is then laid carelessly and natu- 
rally upon a piece of old sheeting or 
a solt towei, which is dropped upon the 
table and allowed to assnme its na ural 
pose Then the plaster should be tak- 
en out in a small teacup and poured 
over the hand m as thia a coat as pos- 
sible at first So toat no air bubbles 
may remain the caster should blow the 
plaster until every bit of air has es- 
caped. After the hand is -well covered 
with the first coat, the rest of the plas- 
ter should he quickly added and even- 
ly distributed until the east is about 
two inches tnTcs.

tween the fingers should be broken 
away by the easier. Sometimes a dull 
tool, suen as a stone-cutter's chisel, is 
of much assistance and it must be re- 
membered that all the patience of the 
caster aad the sitter are required to 
remove the hand without injury to the 
mold. After the plaster has had ten 
OT fifteen minutes m which to set the 
sitter may begin to wiggle and gradu- 
ally work the fingers without doing 
aiarm to the cast, and though the hand 
appears to be firmly imbedfet! in the 
plaster, it will soon be felt to be break- 
ing away If the muscles of the fingers 
are. firmly stretched backward and tor- 
ward. Once the hand is free the cast 
susst be placed where it will dry slow- 
1™. It should not be touched for two or 
three days Before the cast is made the 
mold should be washed out with boiled 
oil and soap. This should be applied 
•rtith a soft brush which -will not in- 
jure the fiiie lines In the mold.

the plaster has set for the second time 
the outer covering ran be gently chip- 
ped out by blunt stone cutter's chisel 
and a hammer. This destroys the 
mold, bat should leave the cast per- 
fect. To mount the hand, fill a small 
oblong tray which has been well rinsed 
with either glycerin or boiled oil with 
plaster of pans, and before it is quite

One cable had already been cut and 


the work was in progress on the other 
when the Spaniards in rifle pits and a 
battery in an old lighthouse, standing 
out in the bay, opened fire. The war- 
ships poured in a thunderous volley, 
their great guns belching forth mass- 
ive shells into the swarms of the ene- 
my. The-crews of the boats calmly 
proceeded with their desperate work 
notwithstanding, the fact that a num- 
ber had fallen, and finished it, return- 
ing to the ships through a blinding 
smoke and a heavy flre. 


More than 1,000 infantrymen on shore 


kept up a continuous fire and the bul- 
lets from the machine guns struck the 
warships a hundred times, but did no 
great damage. Commander Maynard 
of the gunboat Nashville was slightly 
wounded by a rifle bullet that before 
striking him passed through the arm 
of an ensign, whose name is unknown. 
Lieutenant Winslow was shot in the 
hand,- making three officers wounded 
in all. After the Spaniards had been 
driven from the rifle pits many of them 
took refuge in the lighthouse fortress. 


small rapid-fire guns, and hundreds of 
shots were thrown into the Spanish 
troops. 


The Marblehead was struck scores of 


times by bullets from machine guns 
and the Nashville suffered to about the 
same extent. The Windom also had 
many marks of tha fray. Her shell 
blowing up the lighthouse and scatter- 
ing the Spaniards in all directions end- 
ed the battle. 


The cable which was cut at Cienfue- 


gos extended from that city to Santiago 
de Cuba. It does not sever cable com- 
munication with Cuba, as there is an- 
other line in operation between San- 
tiago de Cuba and Kingston. Jamaica. 
The severed cable is owned by the Cu- 
ba Submarine company. The one op- 
erating to Kingston is owned by the 
'West India Panama company. The lat- 
ter is the only line not in control of 
the United States government. The 
cable from Havana to Key West is 
controlled by United States officials. It 
was a shot from the four-inch gun of 
the Windom which knocked over the 
lighthouse. In command of that gun 
division was Lieutenant Crisp, and 
Cooper was the gunner who fired the 
shot. The Spanish loss is estimated at 
400. 


The lighthouse was demolished, the 


arsenal destroyed and the batteries on 
shore silenced. The town was set on 
fire by shells from the American fieet.-

was not known that heavy guns had i 
been placed in a masked battery and I 
that the old lighthouse, far out on a 
neck of land, had been transformed 
into a formidable fort. 


The small boats proceeded cautiously 


and for more than an hour worked un- 
molested on the cable. Suddenly, just 
aa the work was about completed, the 
shore battery fired a shell at the boats. 
It was followed by 
others, and the 


Spanish infantry opened fire then with 
their rifles." Then, like a flash, the 
Marblehead sent a shell inland, and 
followed it with a perfect shower of 
shot. The Nashville was quick to fol- 
low suit, and thn little Windom cut 
loose with her four-pounders.

Franklin B. Lx>cke contributes an ar- 


ticle to the i!ay Century en "Railway 
Crossings in Europe and America," the 
paper iieicg fuliy illustrated: 
•With the casualties that are proper- 
ly classified as due to grade crossings 
are generally included accidents to 
trespassers—that is, persons wlio at- 
teiapt to cross or walk at grade upoa 
the lines between the prescribed cross, 
ings. 
This class oi accidents forms a 


large factor in the sum total ot deaths 
and Injuries, and great care is taken 
by the foreign companies to protect the 
public in this particular. Fully one. 
third of all the accidents to person^ 
on the English roads belong to this 
class, and while it is generally regard- 
ed that these accidents are the result 
of carelessness on the part of thosa 
who take the risks of entering upon the. 
tines, it is nevertheless noticeable that; 
no reasonable precautions are neglect- 
ed, in America, as a whole, scarcely 
any provision is made for preventing 
this class of accidents. 


In the state of Massachusetts alone 


.here are about half as many deaths 
from this cause as in the whole of 


reat Britain and Ireland; and during 


the last fifteen years nearly one-half 
of all the fatalities upon the railways 
n that state have been of this class 
3y averaging the fatalities occurring 
n Great Britain and Germany and 
comparing with the average for Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut, the propor- 
tion is about as seven to one in favor 
of the foreign countries. Certain classes 
of accidents are now almost unknown 
n Germany. Accidents to pedestrians 
at 
road crossings, or t<* passengers 


from crossing the tracks at stations 
are hardly possible at the present time' 
Anyone attempting to walk upon fha 
rack is sure to be stopped, and very 
evere penalties are imposed for any 
'.efiance of the orders of an employe". 
In this connection a few broad com- 
arisons are very significant. 
In the 


ity of Buffalo, for instance, it was re- 
orted, a few years ago, that sixty-one 
atalities occurred at grade crossings 
n eighteen months, being two more 
ban the number reported for the whole 
f Germany for the previous five years. 


Again, in the report of the Terminal 
Commission to the mayor and com- 
mon council of Chicago, it was stated 
that over two hundred people lost their 
lives at the grade crossings in that city 
in 1891. This is nearly as many fa- 
talities as occurred in the whole of 
Great Britain and Ireland from the 
same cause duing the succeeding five 
years. These figures seem to indicate 
that these two cities afford from three 
to five times as many fatalities of this 
class as the whole of Great Britain and 
Ireland and Germany combined. 


Generally speaking, the objections to 


grade crossings were clearly foreseen 
in England, and the remedies were ap- 
plied in the cities when the railways 
were established, in the country dis- 
tricts there are still a 
considerable 


number of grade crossings. They are 
by no means so numerous, however, as 
on the continental lines. Under 'the 
regulation of railway acts, 18GS and 
1871, a penalty of forty shillings is 
provided for the offense of entering or 
being upon a railway, except for the 
purpose of crossing the same at some 
authorized 
crossing. 
It is provided 


however, that the offending party shall 
first have been warned by the agents 
of the company. This latter fact some- 
what reduces the efficiency of the regu- 
lation, as it is often difficult to give 
satisfactory proof of warning. 


The board of trade have made regu- 


ations and recommendations as to the 
irraugements at stations, and regard- 
ng the protection of grade crossings 
.vhere they exist. Platforms are to be 
not less than three feet above rail level, 
except in rare instances. Each pas- 
enger track is to have its separate 
platform, and stress is laid upon the 
)rinciple that passengers should find 
t difficult, and always unnecessary to 
descend upon the tracks. The charac- 
er of gates, and the manner of operat- 
ng them, are prescribed. Private road 
rossings are also provided, with gates, 
nd under the law of 1845 a penalty 
s provided for persons who neglect 
o close them after passing through, 
ud persons using them enter upon the 
rack at their own risk. 
The com- 


arative freedom from accidents of all 
lasses on the English roads is due to 
much investigation by parliamentary 
ommissioDS, many of the reports by 
lese commissions being very sugges'- 
ve and valuable. Among other tan- 
Ible results of these investigations 
as been a wide extension,, in 1S71. ot 
le powers of the railway department 
f the board of trade.
